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SEASON OUTLOOK 


BUCKEYES LOOK TO EXTEND TITLE STREAK 
Thad Matta's Buckeyes earned its third-consecutive 
Big Ten regular-season title in 2011-12 when William 
Buford’s late-game heroics at Michigan State helped 
clinch a share of the crown in East Lansing. Not since 
Fred Taylor's teams in the 1960s had Ohio State 
won three-consecutive Big Ten championships. The 
2012-13 Buckeyes are vying for their fourth title in 
as many years, edging closer to the Big Ten record of 
five championships in succession accomplished from 
1960-64 by Taylor's troops. 


YOUNG AGAIN 

Ohio State advanced to the 2012 Final Four with just 
one senior, William Buford, on the roster. The 2012- 
13 team also features just one player in the final year 
of eligibilty, Evan Ravenel, a reserve a season ago. A 
bevy of freshmen dotted the Ohio State bench during 
Ohio State's run to the Final Four last year. This year 
the lone rookie, Amedeo Della Valle, will have five 
exerienced sophomores, three juniors and Ravenel on 
hand to offer advice. 


SPOTS OPEN 

Juniors Aaron Craft, Lenzelle Smith Jr. and Deshaun 
Thomas are returning starters with lineup staples 
William Buford (eligibility) and Jared Sullinger (NBA- 
Celtics) gone from the program. Thad Matta will have 
several options to fill the void with six underclass- 
men and senior Evan Ravenel vying for opportuni- 
ties. Sophomores Amir Williams and Trey McDonald, 
along with Ravenel, will battle for minutes in the 
paint. Sophomores Shannon Scott, Sam Thompson 
and LaQuinton Ross will complete at guard along 
with freshman shooter Amedeo Della Valle, an import 
from Italy via Findlay (Nev.) Prep. 


DEFENSE ON DISPLAY 

Aaron Craft, the reigning Big Ten defensive player of 
the year, spearheads the Ohio State defensive efforts 
but he will have plenty of help this season from his 
backcourt brethren and his teammates in the paint. 
Lenzelle Smith Jr. and Craft make up one of the best 
defensive backcourts in college basketball. Add to 
that the shot-blocking prowess of 6-11 sophomore 
Amir Williams, leaper Sam Thompson and the ever- 
improving Deshaun Thomas and the Buckeyes have 
all the ingredients in place to challenge opposing of- 
fenses. In just two seasons, Craft has amassed 171 
career steals, already No. 2 all-time at Ohio State. As 
a team, Ohio State held opponents under 40 percent 
shooting 20 times last season. 


2012-13 SCHEDULE NOTES 

Ohio State will play at Duke in the Big Ten/ACC 
Challenge Nov. 28 at Cameron Indoor Stadium in a 
rematch of the 2011 Challenge game played in Co- 
lumbus, a win for the Buckeyes. The Carrier Classic, 
in its second year, will feature both the Ohio State 
men’s and women’s basketball teams. The games 
will be played on the USS Yorktown, a museum ship 
at the Patriots Point historical complex in Mt. Pleas- 


ant, S.C., in Charleston Harbor. The men will take 
on Marquette while the women battle Notre Dame. 
The games will be played Nov. 9, the season opener 
for the Buckeyes. Ohio State also will take part in 
the 2012 Basketball Tip-Off Classic. Games will be 
played both in Columbus and at the Mohegan Sun 
Arena (Nov. 17-18) in Uncasville, Conn.

Thom- 
as needs just 103 points while Craft is 399 points 
away. Thomas averages 11.8 points over his career 
after contributing 15.9 points a game last year. Craft 
has averaged just under eight points a game over 76 
career games. He averaged 8.8 as a sophomore. Jar- 
ed Sullinger was the last Buckeye, the 48th all-time, 
to reach 1,000 career points. He finished his two-year 
career with 1,282 points, good for the No. 29 spot 
all-time in Ohio State history.

Thad Matta has accomplished a remarkable list of 
accomplishments in eight years as head coach of 
the Buckeyes. The 2012-13 season should be no dif- 
ferent. Matta’s teams have never failed to win 20 
games, a recored streak in Ohio State history. In fact, 
Matta has never failed to reach the 20-win plateau in 
12-years as a head coach. Ohio State has reached 30 
or more wins three times, all with Matta at the helm.

A second appearance in the Final Four, three- 
consecutive appearances in the NCAA tournament 
“Sweet 16,” a fifth Big Ten regular-season crown 
and yet another drive toward a Big Ten postseason 
title are just the latest accolades added to the Thad 
Matta resume as head coach of the Buckeyes. All this 
after a 31-8 overall record and a 13-5 mark in league 
play during the 2011-12 season. 

Several records and outstanding achievements 
highlighted Matta’s eighth season in Columbus last 
year but success has been the norm for the Ohio 
State men’s basketball team since Matta took over 
the program in 2004-05. 

The Buckeyes, with 11 freshmen (5) and sopho- 
mores (6) on the 2011-12 roster, closed the season 
with road wins at Northwestern and Michigan State 
to capture a share of the 2012 Big Ten regular-season 
crown, the third-consecutive league title for the 
Buckeyes. That extraordinary feat had not been ac- 
complished in Columbus since a string of five titles 
from 1960-64. The Buckeyes then advanced to the 
2012 Big Ten Tournament title game for the fourth- 
consecutive year and for the sixth time in Matta’s 
eighty-year tenure in Columbus. 

Armed with the No. 2 seed in the 2012 NCAA 
Tournament East Region, the Buckeyes won four 
games to advance to the Final Four in New Orleans, 
the second Final Four appearance for Matta’s Buck- 
eyes and the 10th in Ohio State history. The many 
accomplishments were reached with just one senior 
on the roster. That veteran, Toledo, Ohio, native Wil- 
liam Buford, ended his stellar career tied for No. 3 
all-time in career scoring (1,990 pts.) with Jerry Lucas 
(1960-62). 

Matta (pronounced Mah-tuh) has done what he is 
used to doing as a head coach during the first eight 
years in Columbus - win. The 13th head coach in Ohio 
State history guided his first edition of Buckeye bas- 
ketball to a 20-12 campaign in 2004-05 and followed 
that effort with a 26-6 record and an outright Big 
Ten regular-season championship in 2006. The 2007 
season was even better with both an outright Big Ten 
regular-season title and the league tournament crown 
as well. Ohio State advanced to the NCAA title game 
and finished the season with a school-record 35 wins 
against just four losses. The 2007-08 campaign ended 
with a streak of five-consecutive victories and the 
2008 National Invitation Tournament Title, won over 
three days at New York's Madison Square Garden. 

His success continued in 2008-09 with a 22-11 re- 
cord, an appearance in the 2009 Big Ten Tournament 
title game and a trip to the 2009 NCAA Tournament. 
The 2009-10 season followed suit with a stellar 29-8 
overall record, a share of the 2010 Big Ten regular- 
season title and a Big Ten tournament championship 
win over Minnesota. 

The Buckeyes recorded 34 wins in 2010-11, the 
second-most in school history after starting the sea- 
son 24-0. Ohio State claimed both the regular-season 
and postseason Big Ten titles and entered the NCAA

tournament as the overall No. 1 seed. 

In 12 years as a collegiate head coach, Matta 
has produced 20 or more victories each year which 
includes three years at Xavier (78-23) and one at 
Butler (24-8). His average record as a head coach 
after eight seasons (221-65) in Columbus is 28-8. 

As a Buckeye, Matta has more wins than any pre- 
vious Ohio State head coach after eight seasons on 
the job with a 221-65 record to date. Fred Taylor was 
148-54 during his first eight seasons (1959-66) for a 
winning percentage of ./33 over that span. Matta’s 
eight-year win percentage of ./73 also leads the 
six previous Ohio State coaches who spent at least 
eight years on the OSU sidelines. The 116 wins over 
the last four years is the most of any previous Ohio 
State coach over a four-year span. Taylor's run from 
1960-63 is second (98-9). Three of those Taylor teams 
(1960-62) advanced to the NCAA title game. 

Matta is one of just two coaches nationally to 
post 20 or more wins in each of his first 12 seasons 
as a head coach. The 2006, 2007 and 2010 Big Ten 
Conference and 2006 USBWA District V Coach of the 
Year, Matta tied an Ohio State record for wins by a 
rookie coach (20) in 2004-05. Gary Williams, who cur- 
rently works as a Big Ten Network basketball analyst 
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after leaving the head coach position at Maryland 
following the 2011 season, posted a 20-13 record in 
1986-87. Matta (2005 and ‘06) and Williams (1987 
and ‘88) are the only two Ohio State coaches to record 
20 or more wins in each of their first two seasons in 
Columbus and Matta is the only Buckeye mentor with 
eight 20-win campaigns at the start of his tenure. 

In his third season in Columbus, Matta led the 
Buckeyes to the 2007 Big Ten regular-season title, 
the conference tournament championship and won 
the 2007 Big Ten Coach of the Year Award. He again 
won the regular-season and postseason league titles 
in 2010 while earning coach of the accolades. The 
sweep was the fourth for Matta as a head coach. 
He accomplished the same three achievements in 
his only season at Butler (2001) and in his first year 
at Xavier (2002). In 2011, Matta led Ohio State to 
its 19th Big Ten regular-season title (now 20), its 
13th outright championship and to the postseason 
tournament crown, the third in program history. As a 
head coach, Matta has claimed eight league regular- 
season titles and five postseason league crowns. 

A finalist for the 2002-03 Naismith National Coach 
of the Year Award, Matta began his duties in Co- 
lumbus July 7, 2004. No time was wasted preparing 
for his first season, which culminated in a thrilling 
victory over undefeated and top-ranked Illinois in 
the regular-season finale at Value City Arena before 
a packed house and a national television audience. 
The 65-64 victory became an instant Buckeye classic. 
He added another win vs. a No. 1-ranked team when 
the Buckeyes knocked off top-ranked Wisconsin in 
the 2007 home finale. Matta has wins over three 
No. 1-ranked teams in his career after taking care 
of No. 1 St. Joseph's (87-67) in the 2004 Atlantic 10 
Tournament. 

Matta, a native of Hoopeston, Ill., was 78-23 
(.772) in three years at Xavier and is 323-96 (.771) 
in 12 years as a collegiate head coach. He coached 
one season at Butler, his alma mater, before taking 
the Xavier post. He led the Musketeers to the NCAA 
Elite Eight in 2004, the best NCAA tournament run 
in program history. 

The Musketeers won 16 of their last 18 games in 
2003-04. His Xavier teams were 19-4 in March from 
2002-04. Ohio State won 22-consecutive games, 
which at the time tied the second-longest win streak 
in school history, down the stretch in 2007. Matta is 
45-12 in March at Ohio State, including a 9-0 record 
in 2007. 

Xavier compiled a 47-10 (.825) record against 
Atlantic 10 competition under Matta, including a 39-9 
(.813) record in the regular season and an 8-1 (.889) 
mark in the Atlantic 10 Tournament. The Musketeers 
captured two regular-season championships and two 
tournament titles with Matta at the helm. 

Matta, the 2004, 2006, 2007, 2010 and 2011 
Columbus Dispatch Coach of the Year, led Xavier to 
three-consecutive 26-win seasons, back-to-back At- 
lantic 10 Conference regular-season championships 
in 2002 and 2003 and a league tournament title in 


2002 and 2004. Xavier advanced to three NCAA tour- 
naments, including an Elite Eight appearance in 2004 
following two second-round trips. The three 26-win 
seasons tied for the second-highest single-season 
win total in Xavier history. 

Matta’s 26 wins in 2002-03 marked the highest 
win total for a second-year XU head coach. He also 
broke the school record for most victories by a Xavier 
rookie head coach. Xavier's 26-6 record in the 2001- 
02 campaign set the mark. He set a personal record 
with win No. 27 in 2006-07 and the Ohio State wins 
total (35) that year set a school record originally 
established by the 1960-61 squad that finished 27-1. 

Matta was named 2000-01 Midwestern Collegiate 
Conference Coach of the Year in his one season at the 
helm at Butler after leading the Bulldogs to a school- 
record 24 wins, while also being named National 
“Rookie Coach of the Year” by CBS SportsLine.com. 
Matta had spent the previous three seasons as the 
top assistant to Barry Collier, who left Butler after 
the 1999-2000 season to take over as head coach at 
Nebraska. 

Butler was 24-8 under Matta’s direction that year 
with an 11-3 MCC record and a league regular-season 
championship, a MCC tournament championship and 
an appearance in the second round of the NCAA tour- 
nament. Butler won 13 of its last 15 games, including 
a 58-44 upset win at then 10th-ranked Wisconsin and 
a 79-63 bashing of then 23rd-ranked Wake Forest in 
the first round of the NCAA tournament. The win over 
Wake Forest was Butler's first NCAA tournament win 
since 1962. Eventual NCAA runner-up Arizona ended 
the Butler run in the second round of the NCAA 
tournament. 

Matta began his coaching career at Indiana State 
University as a graduate assistant under head coach 
Tates Locke in 1990-91. Matta served as an academic 
coordinator and administrative assistant at Butler 
(1991-94) before moving into the full-time coaching 
ranks. Matta took his first full-time assistant coach- 
ing position under Herb Sendek at Miami (Ohio) 
University in 1994-95 and helped Miami to a 23-7 
record, a Mid-American Conference regular-season 
championship and a first-round win in the NCAA 
tournament. 

The following year, Matta accepted a coaching 
position at Western Carolina University under Phil 
Hopkins and helped the Catamounts to a 17-13 record, 
the school’s first winning record in 10 years. Western 
Carolina captured the Southern Conference regular- 
season and tournament championships and advanced 
to the NCAA tournament where they nearly pulled 
off one of the biggest upsets in NCAA tournament 
history. The No. 16-seeded Catamounts had a shot to 
win against Purdue but fell 73-71 to the top-seeded 
Boilermakers. Matta returned to Miami under new 
head coach Charlie Coles in 1996-97 and helped the 
RedHawks to a 21-9 record, the MAC regular-season 
and tournament championships and a berth in the 
NCAA tournament. Matta rejoined Butler's staff in 
1997 and helped the Bulldogs to three-consecutive

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20-win seasons. He established himself as one of 
the nation’s best young coaching prospects during a 


six-year assistant coaching stint. In his three seasons 
as Barry Collier's top assistant, Butler compiled a 
67-29 (.698) record, won two Midwestern Collegiate 
Conference tournament championships and one MCC 
regular-season title, made two NCAA tournament 
appearances and earned one NIT berth. He served 
as Butler's primary recruiter. 

In total, Matta spent six seasons as a full-time 
assistant coach at three universities, helping his 
squads compile a composite 128-58 (.688) record 
and make six postseason tournament appearances. 
He was on the bench in five-consecutive conference 
tournament championship games and won four 
league tournament championship rings. He was in the 
NCAA tournament five times as an assistant under 
four head coaches and in the postseason NIT once. 

A high school basketball standout at Hoopeston- 
East Lynn in Hoopeston, Ill., Matta was a two-year 
starter for the Butler Bulldogs in three seasons after 
transferring from Southern Illinois as a sophomore. 
He led Butler in assists (100) and 3-point field goal 
percentage (.433) in 1987-88 and in free throw 
percentage in 1988-89 (.872). He served as a team 
captain on Barry Collier's first team in 1989-90 and 
finished his career in sixth place on Butler's all-time 
list for free throw percentage (.800). He earned a 
B.S. degree (education) from Butler in 1990. Matta 
enjoyed his Butler career high point total of 21 points 
against Xavier at the Cincinnati Gardens March 2, 
1989. 

Thad Michael Matta was born July 11, 1967, 
in Hoopeston. The 45-year-old coach and his wife, 
Barbara, have two daughters, Ali and Emily.

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Dave Dickerson, former head coach at Tulane joined the Ohio 
State men’s basketball staff as an assistant coach April 19, 2010. 
He was elevated to associate head coach on Thad Matta’s staff 
in the summer of 2011. 

In two seasons on the Ohio State sidelines, Dickerson has been 
a part of 65 victories, two Big Ten regular-season titles, two Big 
Ten tournament title game appearances, two NCAA tournament 
runs to the “Sweet 16” and the 2012 Final Four. 

During his five years as head coach at Tulane, Dickerson 
compiled a 68-84 record, 31-47 in Conference USA, after inheriting 
a Green Wave basketball program that had registered just one 
winning season during the five years prior to his arrival. He guided 
the Wave to back-to-back winning seasons in 2006-07 and 2007-08, 
a feat not accomplished in the 11 previous years, and to start his 
tenure, led the squad to four-consecutive opening-round wins in 
the Conference USA Tournament. 

Prior to his time in New Orleans, Dickerson spent nine years 
as an assistant under Gary Williams at Maryland, his alma mater, 
and in 2004-05, was the program's associate head coach. He 


ASSISTANT COACH JEFF BOALS 


FOURTH SEASON 


Jeff Boals joined the Ohio State men’s basketball staff as an 
assistant coach April 28, 2009. 

Over his three season at Ohio State, the Buckeyes have amassed 
94 wins, three Big Ten regular-season titles, three appearances, 
including two titles, in the Big Ten tournament title game, three 
NCAA “Sweet 16s” and a run to the 2012 NCAA Final Four in 
New Orleans. 

A native of Magnolia, Ohio, Boals (pronounced BOWLS) spent 
three seasons as a member of the Akron basketball staff, his 
final as the associate head coach. He served as the program's 
recruiting coordinator and was responsible for the development 
of the team’s post players. 

Akron posted a 23-13 record (10-6 in the Mid-American 
Conference), won their first MAC tournament championship and 
made their second appearance in the NCAA tournament and first 
since 1986 

Over the previous two seasons, Boals aided the Zips in winning 
a MAC East Division title (2007), making consecutive appearances 
in the MAC tournament championship game (2007 and 2008) 
and advancing to the second round of the National Invitation 
Tournament (2008). 

Boals joined the Zips program after spending two seasons 
(2004-05 and 2005-06) as the top assistant coach at Robert Morris. 
While at Akron he successfully recruited Anthony “Humpty” 
Hitchens, a Chillicothe, Ohio native, who was a member of the 
MAC All-Freshman team in 2008-09. Boals also recruited Zeke 
Marshall, a Top 35 national recruit who will be a member of the 
2009-10 Zips program. 

In his two seasons at RMU, Boals worked with the Colonials’ 
post players and served as recruiting coordinator. Part of a 
program turnaround orchestrated by head coach Mark Schmidt, 
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ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH DAVE DICKERSON 


helped the Terrapins to nine-consecutive postseason appearances, 
including five “Sweet Sixteens,” two Final Fours and one national 
championship in 2002. Maryland also enjoyed eight 20-win seasons 
during his tenure. 

Accolades for Dickerson have included recognition as an AFLAC 
Assistant Coach of the Year in 2003, the ACC’s No. 1 Assistant 
Coach as named by Basketball News (2003-04), Athlon Sports’ 
No. 4 Assistant Coach in the nation (2003-04), and an “Assistant 
Coach on the Rise” as tabbed by ESPN's Andy Katz. He was the 
National Association of Basketball Coaches District 8 Coach of 
the year in 2007-08. 

Dickerson also served as assistant coach at Gardner Webb 
(1990-91), James Madison (1991-92) and Radford (1993-96) before 
returning to Maryland. As a player, he lettered for the Terrapins 
from 1986-89, earning team captain status as a senior. 

A native of Olar, S.C., Dickerson graduated from Maryland in 
1990 with a degree in government and politics. He is married to 
the former Laurette Newsom, a 1991 graduate of Maryland. The 
couple has one child, Dave Ill. 


the Colonials posted the program's first winning record since 1999- 
2000, going 15-14 in 2005-06. 

Prior to his time at RMU, Boals spent the 2003-04 season as 
the associate head coach at Division II University of Charleston 
in Charleston, W.Va. During that time he was responsible for 
developing the Golden Eagles’ post and perimeter players and 
oversaw the program's recruiting efforts. 

That was actually his second stint at the school, having been 

an assistant coach from 1996-99. During those three seasons 
he program recorded a 63-26 mark, and captured the West 
Virginia Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (WVIAC) tournament 
championship in 1999 to earn a bid into the NCAA Tournament. The 
eam was also ranked in the top 25 during the 1998-99 campaign, 
peaking as high as No. 11. 
Boals served as an assistant coach at former MAC institution 
Marshall from 1999-2003. He worked closely with the Thundering 
Herd’s recruiting during that time, helping the program land an 
incoming class that was regarded as the best in the league by 
several scouting services. 

A 1995 graduate of Ohio University with a bachelor of science 
degree in biological sciences, Boals was a four-year letterwinner 
on the Bobcats’ basketball team. Also a two-year captain, he 
helped guide OU to the 1994 MAC tournament and regular-season 
championships, the same season the program won the Preseason 
National Invitation Tournament. In the preseason NIT, the Bobcats 
notched road victories over Ohio State and Virginia before edging 
New Mexico State and George Washington at Madison Square 
Garden. 

Boals began his coaching career at OU as an assistant coach 
from 1995-96. 

Boals and his wife, Katie, have two children, Sydney and Chase. 
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Chris Jent returned to his alma mater as an assistant men’s 
basketball coach when Thad Matta, head coach of the Buckeyes, 
announced the hire June 29, 2011. 

In his first season as an assistant coach with the Buckeyes, 
Ohio State (31-8) advanced to the 2012 NCAA Final Four in New 
Orleans, won the Big Ten regular-season title and advanced to the 
Big Ten Tournament title game. 

Jent left the Cleveland Cavaliers where he was most recently 
an assistant coach (2006-09). 

As a member of the Cavaliers coaching staff, Jent was 
instrumental in the Cavaliers success. In 2008-09, the Cavaliers 
notched a franchise and NBA-best 66 wins as Cleveland finished 
the regular season as the league's best defensive team, allowing 
an NBA-low 91.4 points per game. 

The team also continued its postseason success, reaching the 
Eastern Conference Finals in 2009, becoming the only team in the 
NBA to reach at least the Eastern Conference Semifinals from 2005- 
09. In the 2007 postseason, Cleveland reached the NBA Finals for 
the first time in franchise history as they topped the Washington 
Wizards, New Jersey Nets and Detroit Pistons to claim the team’s 
first Eastern Conference Championship. 


DIRECTOR OF BASKETBALL OPS. 


David Egelhoff is in his seventh season as the director of 
basketball operations with the Buckeyes. He directs the day- 
to-day operations of the program and acts as the main liaison 
between the team and other areas in the athletics department 
and university. He oversees team budget, travel, scheduling and 
program advancement. Prior to his current role, he spent three 
years as the program's video coordinator assisting in self- and 
opponent-video analysis. 

Recent projects he has worked on include enhancing the game 
day experience for fans through promotions and use of technology. 
In addition, during the Fall of 2006, he presented a plan to Athletics 
Administration detailing the need for facility additions for the men’s 
and women’s basketball programs at Ohio State. That plan has 
resulted in a new practice facility, currently under construction, 
that will be attached to the Schottenstein Center. The project is 
scheduled for completion in the fall of 2012 (internal construction 
of locker rooms and training facility) and externally (practice gym 
and weight training facility) in the fall of 2013. 
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Previously, Jent was an assistant coach for the Orlando Magic 
during the 2004-05 season before being named Orlando’s interim 
head coach for the final 18 games of the season. Prior to his one 
year stint with the Magic, he spent the 2003-04 season with the 
Philadelphia 76ers as assistant coach/player development.

Jent, a native of Sparta, N.J., graduated from Ohio State with 
a degree in communication in 2006 after spending the 2005-06 
season with the Buckeyes as a volunteer assistant. 

He played four seasons (1988-92) at Ohio State and helped 
lead the Buckeyes to three-consecutive NCAA tournaments and 
back-to-back Big Ten championships. He played in 123 games and 
scored 1,007 career points, which included 112 made 3-point field 
goals. His career 3-point shooting percentage (.382/112-293) ranks 
No. 8 all-time in Ohio State history. 

Jent and his wife, Alice, have one son, Jimmy, and two 
daughters, Corrin and Robin. 


Egelhoff spent the 2002-03 season working in basketball 
operations for the Orlando Magic. There he assisted in preparing 
video edits for the coaches and team, evaluated collegiate 
talent, and assisted in draft war room procedures.

The 2013 Big Ten Men's Basketball 
Tournament returns to the United Center 
in Chicago for the first time since 2007 
and for the eighth time in event history. 
This year's tournament will tip off on 
Thursday, March 14, and the champion 
will be crowned on Sunday, March 17. 


The Big Ten Men's Basketball Tourna- 
ment has made its mark both nationally 
and locally in its 15-year history. Sellout 
crowds, exciting and competitive games, 
national television coverage and throngs 
of media have all been highlights of past 
conference tournaments. It is a highlight 
reel of college basketball that showcases 
the finest coaches and student-athletes 
in the nation. 


Each Big Ten team participates in the 
men’s tournament with the winner 
receiving the conference's automatic 
bid to the NCAA tournament. The team 
that finishes atop the regular-season 
standings is the Big Ten Champion. The 
bracket will be seeded according to the 
final regular-season standings with the 
conference champion earning the top 
seed and the top four finishers receiving 
first-round byes. 


Since its inception, the Big Ten Men's 
Basketball Tournament has seen six 
different conference representatives 
crowned champion. Michigan State 
(1999, 2000, 2012) and Ohio State (2007, 
2010, 2011) are the only institutions to 
have won the tournament three times, 
while Illinois (2003, 2005), lowa (2001, 
2006) and Wisconsin (2004, 2008) have 
each claimed the honor twice, and Pur- 
due captured the crown in 2009. 


Four different networks will again 
provide national television coverage of 
the event. BTN will carry the opening 
two games of the tournament, as well 
as two primetime contests on Friday. 
ESPN2 will air Thursday's primetime 
matchups, while ESPN will carry Friday's 
afternoon games. CBS Sports will broad- 
cast Saturday's semifinals and Sunday's 
championship game. 


Previous Big Ten Men’s Basketball Tour- 
naments have attracted fans in masses. 
In 15 years, the Big Ten has welcomed 
nearly 1.4 million fans and thousands of 
media members to the event.

Thad Matta directed his eighth edition of Ohio State basketball 
to a record of 31-8 in 2011-12, a share of the 2011-12 Big Ten regu- 
lar-season title and a trip to the 2012 Final Four in New Orleans. The 
overall win total, which included a 13-5 record in Big Ten Confer- 
ence regular-season play and a 2-1 record in the annual postseason 
league tournament, is the third-most wins recorded in a single sea- 
son at Ohio State. Matta also led Ohio State to 35 wins in 2006-07, 
the No. 1 total for wins in a season at Ohio State, and to a 34-3 
record in 2010-11. 

The Buckeyes claimed a share of the 2012 Big Ten regular sea- 
son title, the third-consecutive conference crown and 20th overall 
in Ohio State history. Matta‘s teams have won five league titles and 
three tournament crowns in his tenure at Ohio State. The Buckeyes 
entered the 2012 NCAA Tournament as a No. 2 seed in the East 
Region. Ohio State advanced to the 2012 Final Four in New Orleans 
before ending the season with a 64-62 loss to Kansas in Ohio State's 
10th Final Four appearance in school history. 

Several Buckeyes earned individual honors along with way in 
2011-12 highlighted by sophomore Jared Sullinger claiming consen- 
sus 2012 First Team All-America honors. He also was a first team 
All-Big Ten selelction. Classmate Aaron Craft earned CoSIDA First 
Team Academic All-America status and was the Big Ten’s defen- 
sive player of the year. At the Final Four, Craft was selected as the 
Elite 89 award winner given to the student-athlete with the highest 
grade-point average at the Final Four. 

Senior William Buford ended his career tied for third on the ca- 
reer scoring list with 1,990 points. Jerry Lucas compiled the same 
total from 1960-62. Buford played in four NCAA tournaments, won 
three Big Ten regular season and two postseason tournament titles 
and advanced to three NCAA “Sweet 16s” and a Final Four during 
his time in Columbus.

COLUMBUS- Preseason All-America Jared Sullinger had 19 
points and nine rebounds to lead Ohio State to a 73-42 victory 
over Wright State in the Global Sports Shootout. William Buford 
had nine of his 13 points to lead a second-half charge for the 
Buckeyes. Point guard Aaron Craft had 10 points and just one 
turnover in 28 minutes in the opener for both teams. A.J. Pacher 
had 13 points and Reggie Arcenaux added 11 for Wright State. 
Ohio State was 26 of 38 at the free-throw line compared to Wright 
State being 10 of 15. Up by 14 at halftime, the Buckeyes pulled 
away on field goals by Buford, Deshaun Thomas and Sullinger 
to push the lead to 40-20.

The 
lead hovered around 30 points for most of the second half as both 
teams emptied their benches. The Buckeyes led 34-20 at halftime 
with Sullinger picking up nine of his 13 points at the line. Wright 
State had 16 turnovers at halftime and finished with 25. Ohio State 
never trailed from the moment Craft hit a 3-pointer from the right 
corner to open the scoring. Ahead just 19-14 after the Raiders’ 
John Balwigaire hit a 3-pointer at the 8:26 mark, the Buckeyes 
went on a 13-3 run over the next 6 minutes with Sullinger scoring 
six points. The loudest roar of the game from a crowd of 15,645 
at Value City Arena came on a backdoor, alley-oop dunk by J.D. 
Weatherspoon off a pass from Buford.

COLUMBUS- William Buford scored 21 points and No. 3 Ohio 
State weathered Florida's fast start to beat the seventh-ranked Ga- 
tors 81-74. Jared Sullinger added 16 points, Deshaun Thomas had 
15 and Aaron Craft 13 points and seven assists for the Buckeyes, 
who forced 16 turnovers and hit 27 of 34 free throws to pull away 
in the second half. Freshman Bradley Beal had 17 points, Kenny 
Boynton 15 and Patric Young and Erik Murphy 14 apiece for the 
Gators, who have never beaten a top-3 team in a true road game. 
Down as much as 16 points, they got as close as five with under a 
minute left before Buford sealed it with two foul shots. The game 
matched teams that won their conferences a year ago but were 
trying to replace three lost starters. By scoring 13 of 18 points at 
the end of the half, the Buckeyes took a 35-32 lead. With Sullinger 
controlling the lane, Buford scoring from both outside and inside, 
and Craft seeming to get a hand on every Florida pass and have a 
hand on every Ohio State assist, they pulled away. They scored the 
first five points of the half for an eight-point edge and never let the 
Gators cut into the lead. Still, Sullinger picked up his third foul with 
13:58 left and soon after headed to the bench. With Evan Ravenel 
filling in and Buford and Craft setting the pace on offense, the 
Buckeyes didn’t blink at the loss of their preseason All-American.

COLUMBUS- Jared Sullinger scored 21 points and three 
teammates were close behind as No. 2 Ohio State roared out to 
an 11-0 lead and never looked back in beating third-ranked Duke 
85-63 in the ACC/Big Ten Challenge. The Buckeyes never trailed, 
weathering a Duke rally later in the first half and then leading by 
20 for most of the second half. Austin Rivers had 22 points and 
Mason Plumlee 16 for the Blue Devils. William Buford scored 20, 
Deshaun Thomas 18 and Aaron Craft17 for the Buckeyes. Craft 
also had eight assists and five rebounds for the Buckeyes, who built 
a double-digit lead in the first half and were never really threatened 
the rest of the way. They led by 24 with 15 minutes left after Craft 
banked in a 3. The Blue Devils responded with a 7-0 run to get 
as close as 58-41 but Ohio State continued to control the paint. 
Sullinger was fouled and hit two foul shots, then powered up a 
shot off the backboard for a 66-43 lead shortly before clock trouble 
allowed both teams to take a breather with 8:42 remaining. On 
consecutive possessions, Ohio State got a dunk by Sullinger and a 
3 by Craft thanks to around-the-horn passing that found an open 
player. It was a festive, capacity crowd of 18,809 at Value City 
Arena. The half was a shocker, with Ohio State setting the pace 
early, shrugging aside a Duke comeback and then pulling away 
for a gaping 47-28 lead at the break.

COLUMBUS- Deshaun Thomas scored 23 points and No. 2 
Ohio State welcomed back star forward Jared Sullinger in an 82- 
58 victory over South Carolina Upstate. Sullinger took his time 
getting into the pace of the game, finishing with 12 points and 10 
rebounds, his fifth double-double of the season, first off the bench 
and 23rd in his career. Torrey Craig had 20 points for Upstate. 
The win was Ohio State’s 31st straight at home, the second-longest 
streak ever at the school behind only the 50 in a row from 1959- 
64 while Jerry Lucas, John Havlicek and Gary Bradds were the 
stars. William Buford added 14 points for the Buckeyes. After the 
Spartans scored the first four points of the second half to cut the 
deficit to 37-31, the Buckeyes pulled away.

After a basket by Up- 
state, Ohio State scored on its next three possessions - a dunk by 
Sullinger, Thomas off a long pass from Smith and Aaron Craft on 
left-handed layup off a baseline drive. That made it 47-36 and the 
lead never dropped below nine points again. It was Upstate which 
set the pace for most of the first half, playing sticky defense at one 
end and patiently distributing the ball at the other.

Lamb and Stan Brown each had 10 points for Lamar. The win was 
Ohio State’s 32nd straight at home, extending the second-longest 
streak in school history. Lamar coach Pat Knight's father, Hall of 
Fame coach Bob Knight, was honored at halftime with an alumni 
award. A 1962 graduate of Ohio State, he was a member of the 
1960 team that won the school’s only national championship.

A 3-pointer by Lenzelle Smith Jr. made it 6-4 and touched off an 
11-2 run that put the Buckeyes in command to stay. Thomas hit 
a3 from the left corner late in the half to give Ohio State a 34-21 
lead. They maintained a double-figure lead the rest of the way 
while mixing in subs. Aaron Craft had his usual all-around game 
for Ohio State with four points, six assists and three steals. The 
Buckeyes improved to 77-2 against nonconference opponents in 
Columbus in coach Thad Matta’s tenure. Bob Knight received a 
University Ambassador Medal, presented by the president and 
CEO of Ohio State's alumniassociation, two-time Heisman Trophy 
winner Archie Griffin.

COLUMBUS-- William Buford scored 18 points and Aaron Craft 
dominated at both ends as No. 2 Ohio State started fast and never 
looked back to beat Miami of Ohio 69-40. Deshaun Thomas added 15 
points and Jared Sullinger 11 for the Buckeyes, who won their 33rd 
straight at home. The game was played at Nationwide Arena, home of 
the NHL's Blue Jackets. The building will host second- and third-round 
NCAA tournament games in March. Julian Mavunga led the RedHawks 
with 19 points and 10 rebounds. Craft had just four points but set the 
tempo at both ends with eight assists, two steals, three rebounds 
and several other plays that led to points. The Buckeyes ran off the 
first 11 points and never trailed. On their first possession, Buford fed 
Sullinger with a bounce pass behind the defender for an easy layup 
and Ohio State was off and running. Buford hit a 3, Thomas scored on 
fast-break layup, Sullinger scored again on a short jumper and Buford 
was onthe receiving end of Craft's assist to make it 11-0. The RedHawks 
were scoreless for the first 4:16, missing their first four shots with two 
turnovers. After the Buckeyes hit five of their first six shots, they went 
into a malaise - missing 16 of the next 22. They led 26-17 at halftime, 
a lead that was narrowed to just seven after Josh Sewell hit a layup 
for the RedHawks to open the second half. But Ohio State sprinted 
away by scoring 15 of the next 17 points.

e The game was played at Nationwide Arena to satisfy an NCAA 
requirement. It is the third time Ohio State has played a game at the 
arena (12/6/03 and 11/24/06). 
e Ohio State moves to 5-2 all-time vs. the RedHawks (the Buckeyes 
defeated Miami 66-45 in their last meeting, 11/26/10 in Columbus) 
and 51-14 vs. members of the MAC (Mid-American Conference). 

e With the win, Thad Matta moves to 5-0 vs. Miami and 11-1 
against members of the MAC.

e Buford scored a game-high 18 points for the Buckeyes, improv- 
ing his career total to 1,629, passing Perry Carter (1,613) and Dave 
Sorensen (1,622) for eighth all-time in Ohio State career scoring. He is 
127 points behind Jay Burson (1,756) for seventh place. 

e Aaron Craft tied a season high with eight assists to push his ca- 
reer total to 250. He has had at least three in every game this season 
and seven games with five or more. He has 28 in his last five games. 
e LaQuinton Ross appeared in his first game as a Buckeye after 
becoming eligible Dec. 9. Ross scored his first career field goal with 
a made 3-point basket in the fourth quarter. He also connected on his 
first career free throws, going 2-2 from the line.

COLUMBUS-- William Buford had career-highs of 28 points and 
five 3-pointers as No. 2 Ohio State showed off its perimeter shooting in 
an87-54 victory over Northwestern in the Big Ten opener for both teams. 
Jared Sullinger added 17 points and 14 rebounds for the Buckeyes, who 
dominated the boards 49-30. Deshaun Thomas had 16 points for Ohio 
State, which broke the game open with a 13-0 first-half run fueled by 
3-pointers. Jordan Sibert added 12 points, all on 3s. The conference's 
top two scorers, John Shurna and Drew Crawford, were held below 
their averages. They were held to 11 and 13 points, respectively, on 
a combined 9-for-30 shooting. The loss was the 28th straight for the 
Wildcats in Columbus, dating to 1977. Ohio State came in 11th in the 
Big Ten in 3-pointers per game at 4.8. They had hit more than six in 
only one game, when they made 8 of 14 in the 85-63 defeat of then-No. 
3 Duke on Nov. 29. Yet they were 7 of 14 behind the arc in the first 
half alone Wednesday to build a lead they never lost. The Buckeyes 
inished 10 of 20 on 3-pointers. Freshman point guard Dave Sobolewski 
had 10 points and five assists for the Wildcats, who were beginning a 
seven-game span in which they play five ranked teams. Northwestern, 
down by as many as 19 points in the first half, took advantage of foul 
rouble for Sullinger and point guard Aaron Craft which forced them 
‘o the bench early in the second half. The Wildcats kept the deficit in 
he 12- to 15-point range.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. -- Victor Oladipo scored the go-ahead basket 
ona fast-break layup with 36 seconds left and Indiana defeated No. 2 
Ohio State 74-70, the first time Indiana has defeated the nation’s top 
two teams in the same season. The Hoosiers forced 17 turnovers and, 
even with Cody Zeller sitting out with foul trouble, somehow managed 
to outscore the bigger Buckeyes 38-34 in the paint. Aaron Craft led 
the Buckeyes with 16 points. Jared Sullinger had 15 points and nine 
rebounds, and William Buford finished with eight points but missed a 
possible go-ahead 3-pointer with about 5 seconds to play.Ohio State, 
which spent most of the game in foul trouble, never really looked like 
itself. Sullinger, Buford and Deshaun Thomas combined to play only 29 
minutes in the first half after each picked up their second fouls. Buford 
picked up two more in the first 3:32 of the second half, and Thomas 
picked up his third with 17:21 left in the game. That forced coach Thad 
Matta to mix-and-match his rotations in hopes of keeping a five-game 
winning streak alive. Jordan Hulls, who had 17 points, and Verdell Jones, 
who had 14 points, just wouldn't let Ohio State pull away. When the 
Buckeyes rallied from a 33-32 halftime deficit to take a 44-41 lead, it 
looked like they might get rolling. Instead, the Hoosiers fought back. 
And when Lenzelle Smith Jr. made Ohio State's first 3-pointer of the 
game, to give the Buckeyes a 51-47 lead with 10:39 to go, Indiana 
answered with four straight points to tie it.

COLUMBUS -- Jared Sullinger had 19 points and 12 rebounds, 
and No. 6 Ohio State shook off its most recent loss with a 71-40 vic- 
tory over Nebraska. Deshaun Thomas added 15 points and William 
Buford had 13 for the Buckeyes, who won their 35th consecutive home 
game. Toney McCray had 13 points and Bo Spencer 10 for Nebraska, 
which was playing its first Big Ten road game. The Cornhuskers were 
outrebounded 44-21 and had more turnovers (17) than field goals (16). 
Spencer came in leading the Cornhuskers in scoring at 15.1 points 
a game. Already up big at the break, Ohio State flexed its muscles 
in the opening minutes of the second half before coach Thad Matta 
emptied his bench. In the opening 2 minutes, Sullinger was fouled 
while releasing a 15-foot baseline jumper - and it went in. Thomas 
also was fouled while tossing up a spinning, over-the-head bank shot 
that also found the bottom of the net. The lead hovered around 30 for 
most of the half. The Cornhuskers got out to a miserable start. From 
a 4-all tie, Ohio State ran off the next 13 points. Five players scored 
in the 13-0 run for the Buckeyes, with Buford hitting two baskets and 
Lenzelle Smith Jr. adding a 3-pointer. McCray, who had nine points in 
the half, scored on a drive to cut the gap to 28-15 at the 5:09 mark, 
but Ohio State took off again with a 16-5 run to close the half. After 
an inbound play broke down in the closing seconds, the pass went to 
Sullinger, who poured in a 3 for a 44-20 halftime lead. 


Notes: 
e The game between Ohio State and Nebraska was the first meet- 
ing between the two schools as members of the Big Ten. The Buckeyes 
move to 5-2 all-time vs. Nebraska, having now won the previous four 
meetings. The last meeting took place 3/20/89 in the second round of 
the NIT tournament, with Ohio State winning 85-74. 

e The last time the Buckeyes defeated two Big Ten teams by 30 or 
more points in the same season was during the 1960-61 season, when 
Ohio State beat Northwestern 79-45, Purdue 92-62, Wisconsin 100-68 
and Indiana 100-65. OSU defeated Northwestern 87-54 Dec. 28. 

¢ Ohio State has won 107 of its last 108 games against unranked 
opponents in Columbus, including 56 in a row, the longest active streak 
in the nation. 
e The Buckeyes own a 116-2 record vs. unranked opponents at 
home since the 2004-05 season. 

e The Buckeyes have now won by double figures in 12 of their 14 
victories this year. Eleven of their wins have been by 22 or more points. 
Ohio State's 22.2 average margin of victory is No. 3 nationally. 

e The Buckeyes outshot Nebraska from the free-throw line 13-6. On 
the year, Ohio State is +128 (+8.1 per game) in free throw attempts.

IOWA CITY, lowa -- Jared Sullinger scored a season-high 28 
points and sixth-ranked Ohio State pounded lowa 76-47. Deshaun 
Thomas added 10 points for the Buckeyes. Ohio State went on a 16-2 
run sandwiched around halftime to jump ahead 38-21 early in the second 
half. The Buckeyes steadily built that lead to 60-33 with just under eigh 
minutes left and cruised to their third Big Ten win by at least 29 points. 
Eric May had nine points to lead lowa. The Hawkeyes, like most teams 
before them, had few answers for Sullinger. Thomas, who'd been quie 
early, hit a jumper and a layup to push Ohio State ahead 50-29. Aaron 
Craft then dished through a pair of lowa defenders and led Sullinger to 
the basket. William Buford finished with eight points and 11 rebounds 
for the Buckeyes, who shot 64.5 percent from the field in the second 
half. But Buford couldn’t buy a basket in the first half, missing his firs 
10 shots. Sullinger picked him up, outscored cold-shooting lowa by 
himself in the first 13 minutes as the Buckeyes jumped ahead 28-19 by 
halftime. The Hawkeyes hit just five field goals in the first 20 minutes 
and had 12 turnovers against just one assist. Had Buford been able 
to hit a few shots, Ohio State might have put the game away much 
earlier than it did. Buford finally broke through with a layup that gave 
Ohio State a 33-19 lead, forcing lowa coach Fran McCaffery to call a 
quick timeout in an effort to keep things from getting worse. It didn’t 
work. The Buckeyes pushed their edge to 38-21 two minutes into the 
second half as Craft cut to the hoop for a quick layup.

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. -- Brandon Paul scored a career-high 43 -- the 
hird best scoring performance in Illinois basketball history -- to lead 
he Illini past the No. 5 Buckeyes 79-74. The most important of Paul's 
shots was an off-balance 3-pointer that, with 43 seconds left, gave 
llinois a 74-70 lead that all but finished the Buckeyes. Buckeye coach 
Thad Matta said Paul's night -- and the Illinois win it guaranteed -- was 
among the best he's seen anyone have against Ohio State. Paul scored 
he final 15 points for the Illini. Ohio State led 39-34 at halftime, and 
was up 64-61 with just over five minutes to play. But with the game tied 
at 66 with just over two minutes to play, Joseph Bertrand swiped the 
ball from William Buford, putting the ball in Paul's hands for a baseline 
3-pointer that put the Illini up 69-66. Paul's 43 points was the third- 
highest scoring performance in Illini history and he tied a school record 
with eight 3-pointers. He also had a team-high eight rebounds Leonard 
added 14 for Illinois and Bertrand and D.J. Richardson scored 10 each. 

Deshaun Thomas scored 23 points and Jared Sullinger added 21 
or Ohio State. Buford had 15 points for the Buckeyes and Aaron Craft 
added 12. Ohio State looked ready to put the Illini away early in the 
second half, stretching its lead to 48-37 in the opening two minutes 
on an efficient run that yielded nine points over four possessions. The 
ast three points came from Thomas on a jump shot and a free throw. 

Illinois ran off its own 7-0 run, pulling to within two at 48-46 ona 
3-pointer by Richardson.

e The Buckeyes move to 64-100 all-time vs. Illinois, having won five 
of the previous six meetings.

COLUMBUS -- Lenzelle Smith Jr. more than doubled his career high 
with 28 to lead No. 5 Ohio State to a 80-63 victory over seventh-ranked 
Indiana. Jared Sullinger added 16 points, William Buford scored 12 and 
Deshaun Thomas had 11 for the Buckeyes. Cody Zeller had 16 points, 
Christian Watford 13 and Jordan Hulls 11 for the Hoosiers. Smith, 
who came in scoring about five points per game, erased almost every 
offensive high-water mark he had ever had in a game. He hit 10 of 
12 shots from the field including 4 of 5 3-pointers. He also had seven 
rebounds, an assist and a steal. The game was the first Indiana has 
played against another top 10 team since 2002 and the Hoosiers’ first 
visit to an opponent also ranked in single digits since 1992. Smith's 
previous career best was 12 in the earlier meeting against the Hoosiers 
in Bloomington. He had surpassed that with almost 3 minutes left in 
the opening half in the Columbus meeting. The Buckeyes had the game 
well in hand throughout the second half after finishing the half on a 
15-2 run. Yet they energized a raucous capacity crowd of 18,809 at 
Value City Arena with several plays in the final 20 minutes. Sullinger 
wrestled the ball away from a driving Hulls and tossed an outlet pass 
while lying on the floor - Smith threw down a thunderous dunk at the 
other end to make it 47-23 with 15:23 left. The lead never fell below 
16 after halftime. 


Notes: 
e The win vs. Indiana was the 36th-consecutive victory at home for 
Ohio State dating back to the game vs. Michigan on Feb. 27, 2010. The 
streak is the third-longest in the country behind Duke and Kentucky.

EAST LANSING, Mich. -- William Buford made a high-arcing 
jumper from the top of the key with 1 second left, lifting the 10th- 
ranked Buckeyes to a 72-70 win over the fifth-ranked Spartans to 
forge a three-way tie for the Big Ten championship. Draymond Green 
had a chance to put the Spartans ahead in his final home game with 
32 seconds left, but missed a long fadeaway from the right wing. Just 
before the buzzer, Green had a heave that missed the mark. Buford’s 
game-winning shot made a once-raucous arena nearly silent and 
gave a group of people elsewhere in the state a reason to shout with 
joy. The Buckeyes earned a share of their third straight conference 
championship - and fifth in seven years. They also forced the Spartans 
to settle for just a piece of it and ended a quarter-century drought for 
No. 13 Michigan. Michigan State jumped out to a 15-point lead over 
Ohio State in the first half, but let the advantage slip away just as it 
did with a two-game lead in the Big Ten race with two games left in 
the regular season. Buford scored just four points when Michigan 
State ended Ohio State’s 39-game home winning streak last month. 
He returned the favor with his game-winning shot and by scoring 19 
of his 25 points in the second half, handing the Spartans their first loss 
at home this season. Sullinger had 14 points on 5-of-17 shooting and 
Deshaun Thomas scored nine of his 12 points in the second half for 
the Buckeyes, who rallied to beat a motivated team that desperately 
wanted to win an outright championship.

e The win clinched Ohio State's third consecutive Big Ten regular 
season title, and fifth in the last seven years.

INDIANAPOLIS -- Jared Sullinger still relishes carrying the load. 
Sullinger had a season-high 30 points and grabbed 12 rebounds to 
help No. 7 Ohio State beat Purdue 88-71 in the Big Ten tournament 
quarterfinals. Sullinger defers more often than he did last season, 
sharing the spotlight with Deshaun Thomas and William Buford. This 
time, it was his show. Purdue coach Matt Painter agreed with him. 
Thomas had 22 points and seven rebounds and Buford scored nine of 
his 11 points in the second half for the third-seeded Buckeyes. Ohio 
State shot 61 percent to post its second-best scoring output of the 
season and outrebounded Purdue 39-28. D.J. Byrd scored 20 points 
and Terone Johnson added 15 for the Boilermakers. Robbie Hummel, 
Purdue's top scorer, finished with six points on 2-for-8 shooting. The 
Boilermakers made 12 of 26 from 3-point range. Purdue missed its first 
five shots to fall behind 7-0, and the deficit increased to 19-11 before the 
Boilermakers rallied. Byrd hit 3-pointers on back-to-back possessions 
to cut Ohio State's lead to 33-30. Hummel stuffed Sullinger’s shot on 
one end and Anthony Johnson made a 3-pointer on the other end to 
trim Ohio State's lead to 35-33. Sullinger’s 3-pointer with 34 seconds 
left in the first half gave the Buckeyes a 40-36 lead at the break. Ohio 
State shot 60 percent from the field in the first half, but Purdue hung 
tough by making 6 of 13 from long range.

INDIANAPOLIS -- Jared Sullinger scored 24 points to help No.

He caught the 
ball in midair while under the basket, and his reverse layup gave the 
Spartans a 62-57 lead with 7:27 to play. Green's 3-pointer with 1:30 
remaining put the Spartans up 67-62.

PITTSBURGH -- Deshaun Thomas scored a career-high 31 
points and grabbed 12 rebounds - one off his career best - to lead 
second-seeded Ohio State to a 78-59 victory over Loyola, Md., in the 
second round of the East Regional. William Buford had 17 points and 
Jared Sullinger added 12 points and 11 rebounds for the Buckeyes, 
who dominated the smaller Greyhounds inside, finishing with a 49-24 
rebound advantage. The Buckeyes twice took a 15-point lead in the first 
half and then led by as many as 20 - 70-50 on a basket by Thomas with 
5:34 to play. Erik Etherly had 19 points for the Greyhounds, the Metro 
Atlantic Athletic Conference champions, who were in the tournament 
for the second time and first since 1994. It was Ohio State's 24th NCAA 
tournament appearance and fourth in a row, and the Buckeyes looked 
as though they had been there before, never letting Loyola get closer 
than 11 points in the second half. The Greyhounds made a run against 
Ohio State's reserves, closing within 70-59 with 2:18 to play. Ohio 
State coach Thad Matta put Thomas, Sullinger and Buford back in the 
game and the Buckeyes closed with an 8-0 run, the last six points on 
two 3-pointers by Buford, who had three of Ohio State's five 3s. Ohio 
State's size advantage led to the Buckeyes outscoring Loyola 38-24 
inside and had 15 second-chance points to six for the Greyhounds, 
who were outrebounded 16-5 on the offensive end.

PITTSBURGH -- Ohio State busted the original bracket buster. 
Jared Sullinger scored 18 points, including two big baskets in the final 
3 minutes to lead the Buckeyes past Gonzaga 73-66 and into the round 
of 16 for the third consecutive year. Deshaun Thomas also scored 18 
for the second-seeded Buckeyes, while Aaron Craft added 17 points 
and 10 assists. Gary Bell Jr. led No. 7 seed Gonzaga with 18 points. 
The Bulldogs erased a 10-point deficit to tie it at 61 on a 3-pointer by 
Elias Harris with 4:05 remaining, but Sullinger knocked down two pretty 
hook shots late while the Zags went cold. The steady play of Craft 
and some gritty defense in the final minutes helped Ohio State avoid 
becoming the third No. 2 seed to lose in less than 24 hours. Fellow 
heavyweights Duke and Missouri fell a day earlier. Yet the Buckeyes 
knew the Bulldogs are hardly scrappy underdogs. They entered the 
game with 17 NCAA victories over the last 14 seasons, the same as 
the Buckeyes. The Bulldogs appeared to be out of it after a putback by 
Thomas gave the Buckeyes a 58-48 lead. Gonzaga responded with a 
13-3 run capped by a 3-pointer from the corner by Harris. Then Sullinger 
took over. He backed down Gonzaga center Robert Sacre and hit a soft 
little hook shot from the right block to put Ohio State back in front. 
Gonzaga came up empty on its next two trips, yet still came within an 
inch of tying it up again when Kevin Pangos’ 3-pointer from the right 
corner went halfway down before rolling back out. William Buford 
grabbed the rebound and Sullinger again delivered with a baby hook 
0 push Ohio State's lead to 66-61.

The frequent whistles left both 
teams struggling to get into a groove in the first half -- there were only 
four baskets in the last 9:30. That seemed to be good news for Ohio 
State, which managed to stay with the No. 1 seed despite getting 
only 6 minutes from Sullinger, the star of the Buckeyes’ East Regional 
semifinal win over Cincinnati. 

Ohio State opened a 46-36 lead with under 14 minutes to play. 
Syracuse scored eight of the next nine points to make it a one-point 
game, but the Orange never could get back in the lead.

NEW ORLEANS -- Kansas rallied from 13 down to end Ohio State's 
season, 64-62, at the Superdome in New Orleans. Tyshawn Taylor made 
wo big free throws late, and Thomas Robinson finished with 19 poin 
and eight rebounds for Kansas, who led for a grand total of 3 minutes, 
48 seconds. Senior William Buford led Ohio State with 19 points in his 
inal game as a Buckeye. After scoring the first bucket, Kansas didn’ 
lead again until Travis Releford made two free throws with 2:48 left. 
That lasted for 11 seconds, but the Jayhawks, who trailed by as many 
as 13, overcame another deficit and finally held on against the Buckeyes. 
Taylor's two free throws with 8.3 seconds left gave Kansas a 64-61 
lead, matching its biggest of the game. The Jayhawks intentionally 
ouled Aaron Craft with 2.9 seconds left. Craft made the first, then 
quickly clanked the second one off the front of the rim but was called 
or a lane violation. This was a heartbreaker for the Buckeyes, who 
came in as co-Big Ten champions and a slight favorite in the game - a 
rematch of a 78-67 Kansas win back in December when Ohio State's 
star, Jared Sullinger, was not available. Sullinger was there a-plenty 
in the rematch, but he struggled. He finished with 11 points on 5-for- 
19 shooting, no fewer than three of them blocked by Jeff Withey, the 
Kansas center who finished with seven swats. Sullinger also had 11 
rebounds and a steal.

An Ohio State player has recorded at least one double- 
double, a combination of 10 or more points, rebounds, 
assists, steals or blocks, in 845 games since 1955-56, the 
first season in which rebound totals for every game are 
available for OSU players. The NCAA has been compiling 
statistics for assists since 1984 and blocked shots and 
steals since 1986. Ohio State has three triple-doubles in 
its history, the first was a 27-point, 11-rebound, 10-assist 
effort by Dennis Hopson in a 96-75 win over Ohio Dec. 6, 
1986. Evan Turner recorded a pair of triple-doubles as a 
junior in 2009-10.

Ohio State Individual Double-Double Records 

A total of 105 men’s basketball players have recorded 
at least one double-double during their Ohio State careers. 
Jerry Lucas heads that list with a remarkable 78 games with 
at least 10 points and 10 rebounds. He played in a total of 
82 games as a Buckeye. In the four games in which he did 
not record a double-double, he scored nine points twice 
(with 10+ rebs.) and recorded nine rebounds once with an 
eight-rebound game in the other while scoring 10+ points. 
He had 26 double-doubles in each of his three eligible 
seasons as a Buckeye from 1960-62. Aaron Craft, Lenzelle 
Smith Jr. and Deshaun Thomas recorded their first career 
double-doubles in 2011-12 while Jared Sullinger recorded 
17, just one fewer than his Ohio State freshman record of 
18 recorded in 2010-11.

It is again Jerry Lucas who holds the top spots at Ohio 
State for consecutive games with at least 10 or more points 
and rebounds. His record of 38-consecutive games with a 
double-double began Jan. 23, 1960 with 27 points and 13 
rebounds in an 85-71 win at Purdue. The final game of the 
streak was a 27-point, 12-rebound effort in a 95-66 win at 
Illinois March 11, 1961. He scored nine points and grabbed 
18 rebounds on March 17 that year against Louisville in the 
1961 NCAA Mideast Regionals in Louisville, Ky., to end 
38-consecutive games in which he played with at least 10 or 
more points and rebounds. A 24-game double-double streak 
began the next time out with 33 points and 30 rebounds vs. 
Kentucky (3/18/61) and ended the following year at lowa 
(2/26/62) with 27 points and nine rebounds.

1962-64 


The late Gary Bradds was a two-time All-American for 
the Buckeyes, winning those honors his junior and senior 
years. Additionally, the 6-foot-8-inch Buckeye center was 
the national player of the year in 1964 when he averaged 
30.6 points and 13.4 rebounds per game. 

Bradds, a spindly, raw-boned product of Jamestown, 
Ohio, was a top reserve in 1962 and played in the national 
championship game when regular center Jerry Lucas was 
sub-par with a knee injury. As a junior, he replaced Lucas 
and averaged 28 points and 13 rebounds a game, helping the 
Buckeyes to a 20-4 record and a share of the Big Ten title. 

Ohio State also shared the conference title his senior 
season, but failed to go to the NCAA tournament either 
year because of the championship format at the time. During 
his senior year, Bradds put together an incredible string of 
six-consecutive 40-point games, including a school-record 
49 points against Illinois (2/10/64). 

His 735 points that year is the second highest total in 
OSU history, trailing only Dennis Hopson’s 958 in 1987. He 
ranks 12th in career scoring (1,530 points) at Ohio State. 

Bradds was the second Buckeye men’s basketball player 
to have his jersey number retired. Bradds had his No. 35 
hoisted to the rafters at Value City Arena during a halftime 
ceremony Jan. 27, 2001 vs. Michigan State.

JIM CLEANMONS 


1969-71 


Statistics tell only a small part of the story when it 
comes to Jim Cleamons. As captain of the 1971 team, he 
guided the sophomore-dominated Buckeyes to the Big Ten 
title and a win over No. 2 Marquette in the NCAA regional. 
Only an overtime loss to Western Kentucky in the regional 
finals kept Ohio State from an appearance in the Final Four. 
Cleamons was one of the finest leaders Ohio State has ever 
produced. A totally unselfish player, he was the glue that 
held the young Buckeyes together and inspired them to 
greater heights in 1971. At the end of that season, he was 
a unanimous choice as the Big Ten’s most valuable player. 

The 6-foot 5-inch Cleamons played forward as a sopho- 
more and junior, but moved to point guard as a senior. He 
played the last month of the season with a broken wrist 
as the Buckeyes wrapped up their first Big Ten title since 
1964. Nicknamed “The Cougar” because of his quickness, 
the slick left-hander scored 1,335 points during his career. 
His career average of 18.5 points per game is good for 10th 
place on the all-time OSU list. He also is seventh in career 
field goal percentage with a .542 figure. Cleamons was a 
first round pick of the Los Angeles Lakers. 

He spent four years as an assistant coach with the 
Buckeyes and seven seasons as an assistant with the 
Chicago Bulls. He coached the Dallas Mavericks prior to 
taking over the ABL expansion franchise in Chicago for the 
1998-99 season. Cleamons spent several years with Phil 
Jackson in Los Angeles, spent time with the New Orleans 


Hornets and has been reunited in L.A. again in 2006 with 
Jackson and the Lakers.

BUCKEYE GREATS 


ROBIN FREEMAN 


1954-56 


As far as most Ohio State basketball experts are 
concerned, little Robin Freeman ranks as one of the most 
exciting players ever to wear the scarlet and gray. A 5-foot- 
11-inch guard, Freeman was the first Ohio State player to 
include the jump shot in his offensive repertoire. 

Freeman did not letter as a sophomore but he averaged 
31.5 points through the first 13 games of his junior year 
before being sidelined with health problems that forced 
him to miss the final nine games of the year. Although he 


played in just 13 games that year, he was a consensus All- 
America pick. He had more points in 13 games than any of 
his teammates could manage in 22. 

The Cincinnati native picked up as a senior where he had 
eft off as a junior, averaging a school record 32.9 points 
per game and helping OSU to a 16-6 record. He also earned 
All-America honors that year, thus becoming Ohio State's 
first two-time basketball All-American. 

Freeman's career scoring average of 28 points a game is 
he best in Ohio State history. His career total of 1,597 points 
in just 57 games is good for 10th place on the all-time OSU 
scoring list. Additionally, his 723 points in 1956, a school 
record at the time, is still the third highest one-season 
otal at OSU, behind Dennis Hopson’s 958 in 1987 and Gary 
Bradds’ 735 in 1964. 
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JOHN HAVLICEK 


1960-62 


Although he probably was better known for his exploits 
as a member of the Boston Celtics, John Havlicek was an 
undeniably great college player. He was a three-year starter 
for the Buckeyes between 1960 and ‘62 and he helped the 
team to a 78-6 record, three-consecutive Final Fours and the 
1960 National Championship. He was a two-time All-Big Ten 
pick and a first-team All-American as a senior. 

Havlicek also was a two-time pick on the all-tournament 
team at the Final Four. He scored 1,223 points during his 
career, a total that is 26th on the all-time OSU scoring list. 
The 6-foot-5-inch forward also averaged 8.6 rebounds and 


still ranks 11th in that department. Havlicek holds several 
OSU records, including the best shooting performance in 
a game, a perfect nine-of-nine against Michigan in 1961. 
That effort was tied by Brian Brown against Florida State in 
2000. After playing at Ohio State, Havlicek was drafted by 
the Cleveland Browns in the NFL and the Celtics. 

The last player cut by the Browns (all-pro flanker Gary 
Collins was the player they kept), Havlicek went on to a 


distinguished career with the Boston Celtics, first as a sixth 
man and later as a starter. 

Few players played the game with more intensity and 
few were better at accepting the challenge at the defen- 
sive end of the floor. He is a member of the Basketball 
Hall of Fame. 

Havlicek’s No. 5 jersey was retired during the 2004-05 
season (vs. Wisconsin, Feb. 27). He is one of four Ohio 
State men’s basketball players to have his number of-

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BUCKEYE GREATS 


DENNIS HOPSON 


1984-87 


If ever a player saved his best for last, it was Dennis 
Hopson. After respectable, but certainly not spectacular, 
sophomore and junior years, Hopson thrust himself into 
the national spotlight as a senior by averaging 29 points a 
game. Second nationally in scoring that year, Hopson was 
named the 1987 United Press International Big Ten Player 


of the Year and was accorded a spot on The Sporting News’ 
All-America team. 

Thanks to a school record 958 points in 1987, “Hop” is 
the Buckeyes’ all-time leading scorer with a point total of 
2,096 points in 125 games. The 6-foot-5-inch forward holds 
several other school records, including the mark for most 
field goals made in a season — 338 as a senior — and most 
free throws made (215). He also handed out an impressive 
120 assists and had 71 steals as a senior. Hopson’s scoring 
average in his final season is the third best in OSU history 
and ranks second in career steals (164). 


After graduation, Hopson was a first-round pick of the 
New Jersey Nets. 
He was selected to the OSU Athletics Hall of Fame in 
1994 and recently earned his diploma from Ohio State with 


a degree in education (2006). 


Hopson joins the coaching staff of Northwood University 
in West Palm Beach, Fla., in 2007 for his first season as 
assistant coach. 


BILL HOSKET 


1966-68 


Bill Hosket Jr., was captain and MVP of the 1968 Ohio 
State team which won the Big Ten title in a playoff and 
then went on to finish third at the NCAA championships 
by beating an Elvin Hayes-led Houston squad in the con- 
solation game. 

Hosket averaged 20.1 points and 11.4 rebounds as a 
senior, leading the Buckeyes to a 21-8 record. He was an 
All-Big Ten pick at forward that year. As a junior, the 6-foot- 
8-inch Hosket, whose father, Bill Sr., also played for Ohio 
State, was an All-Big Ten choice at center, averaging 19.6 
points and 12.6 rebounds. 

Hosket was a three-year starter for the Buckeyes, leading 


OSU in rebounding and scoring all three of those years and 
pacing the team in field goal percentage as a sophomore 
and junior. He scored 1,441 points in 74 games, a total that 
places him 17th on the OSU career scoring list. 

He also pulled down 910 rebounds, the fourth highest 
total in Ohio State history, and averaged 12.3 rebounds 
per game, a figure that is second only to Jerry Lucas’ 17.2 
average. 


Hosket was selected to the 1968 Olympic team and then 
played with the New York Knicks. He also has the distinc- 
tion of being Ohio State's first Academic All-American in 
basketball.

JIM JACKSON 


1990-92 


A three-year starter for the Buckeyes, Jim Jackson 
helped restore Ohio State basketball glory by leading OSU 
o three NCAA tournaments and two Big Ten championships 
in an abbreviated career. A clutch player with a penchant for 
making the game-winning play, Jackson started 93-consecu- 
ive games for Ohio State before opting to skip his final year 
of college ball and go directly to the NBA. 

The 6-foot-6-inch guard/forward was the 1990 Big 
Ten Freshman of the Year and the Big Ten player of the 
year in each of the next two seasons. Jackson also was a 
wo-time All-American, and was selected by United Press 
nternational as the college player of the year as a junior. 
Jackson scored 1,785 points during his career and is 
he sixth leading scorer in Ohio State history. His career 
scoring average of 19.2 points a game is the ninth best 
in OSU annals. He led Ohio State in scoring in each of his 


hree years as a starter and was the Buckeyes’ leading 
rebounder as a junior. 


He also ranks among the school’s career leaders in 
assists (372/8th) and steals (147/8th-tie). At the end of 
his junior year, Jackson was the fourth player taken in the 
NBA draft by the Dallas Mavericks. He last played for the 
Phoenix Suns in 2005. 

Jackson was the third Buckeye men’s basketball player 


to have his jersey number retired. Jackson had his No. 22 
hoisted to the rafters at Value City Arena during a halftime 
ceremony Feb. 10, 2001 vs. Wisconsin. He is currently 


working as a basketball analyst for the Big Ten Network. 


JIM JACKSON 


CLARK KELLOGG 


1980-82 


Clark Kellogg broke into the OSU lineup early in his 
freshman year and was a starter the next two years before 
passing up his senior season in favor of the NBA. At the 
end of his junior year, he was a first-round pick of the 
Indiana Pacers. 

During his OSU career, the 6-foot-8-inch Kellogg aver- 
aged 14.9 points and 10.1 rebounds, scoring 1,285 points 
and pulling down 872 rebounds in 86 games. 

He was the 1982 Big Ten’s Most Valuable Player, when he 
averaged 16.1 points and 10.5 rebounds per game. His best 
year statistically, however, was in 1981, when he averaged 
17.3 points and 12.0 rebounds. 

Kellogg led the Buckeyes in both scoring and rebounding 
as a sophomore and junior. He is 22nd in career scoring 
and fifth in career rebounding at OSU. He also ranks fifth 
in career rebounding average and 10th in blocked shots. 

When his professional career ended prematurely be- 
cause of a knee injury, he began a broadcasting career with 
the Indiana Pacers’ radio network.

points a game. He currently holds down third place on the 
point list. Lucas could have scored much more if he chose 


0 do so, but he was a total team player and would willingly 


pass up an open shot in order to get the ball to a teammate. 
Lucas holds the OSU single-season (17.8, Sr.) and career 
17.2) rebounding records. His 1,411 career rebounds is a 
school record. 
In both 1960 and 1961, he was voted the most outstand- 
ing player of the NCAA Final Four. He connected on 16-of-24 
ield goals and all three free throws in 1960 on his way to 
35 points. He also collected 23 rebounds that year in the 
‘wo games. 
In 1961, his junior year, Lucas hit 20-of-28 shots from the 
ield and 16-of-17 free throws while gathering 25 rebounds 


in the two Final Four contests. 
After graduation, Lucas starred in the NBA, playing with 
Cincinnati, San Francisco and New York. 
The late Wilt Chamberlin called Lucas the toughest 
player he had ever played against. 


The Ohio State Department of Athletics officially retired 
the No. 11 in men’s basketball to honor Lucas. The ceremony 
took place at halftime of the Ohio State vs. Northwestern 
game Feb. 23, 2000 in Columbus. His is the first men’s 
basketball number to be retired at Ohio State and just the 


second number in any sport. 

Two time Heisman Trophy winner Archie Griffin had his 
No. 45 retired in the fall of 1999 at halftime of the lowa 
football game Oct. 30.

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KELVIN RANSEY 


1977-80 


Kelvin Ransey was a four-year starter and two-time 
captain for the Buckeyes. The 6-foot-2-inch point guard 
won All-Big Ten honors as a sophomore, junior and senior. 
He was a first team All-American as a senior, when OSU 
posted a 21-8 record and lost to UCLA in the first round of 
he NCAA regionals. 

Albeit in a losing performance, Ransey turned in one of 
his finest games against UCLA, scoring 29 points before 
uling out in the closing minute of play. Ransey scored 
more points than any guard in Ohio State history — 1,934 
12 games. 

That total ranks him fourth on the all-time OSU scoring 
ist, behind forward Dennis Hopson (2,096) and centers Herb 
Williams (2,011) and Jerry Lucas (1,990). 

Ransey’s career scoring average of 17.8 is 12th best in 
OSU history. Ransey led Ohio State in scoring each of his 
last three years, including a career best mark of 21.4 as a 
senior. Ransey also is the OSU career assist leader with a 
total of 516. He had 177 of those as a senior, at the time 
a school record. 

A tremendously quick player, Ransey also is tied for 
eighth in career steals with 147.

HERB WILLIAMS 


1978-81 


Herb Williams was a four-year starter for the Buckeyes 
and was named to the Big Ten team as a junior, when OSU 
advanced to the NCAA regionals and finished the year with 
a sparkling 21-8 record. During his career, the 6-foot-11-inch 
Williams, unquestionably one of the finest athletes ever to 
play for Ohio State, scored 2,011 points and pulled down 
1,111 rebounds. 

At the end of the 1981 campaign, Williams moved past 
Jerry Lucas as Ohio State's all-time leading scorer. He 
currently is second in OSU annals, behind Dennis Hopson 
(2,096). 

He also is second in career rebounding, behind Lucas 
(1,411). The big center is the only Ohio State player to score 
2,000 points and pull down 1,000 rebounds. 

Williams is the school leader in career field goals made 
with 834 in 114 games. He led Ohio State in rebounding 
his freshman, sophomore and junior years and averaged 9.7 
rebounds during his career. 

He also led the Buckeyes in scoring as a junior, with an 
average of 17.6 points per game. He is second all-time in 
career blocked shots with 328. Williams was a first round 
draft choice of the Indiana Pacers. He later played for Dallas 
and ended his playing career with the New York Knicks. He 
spent 15 years playing in the NBA.

If time does not permit, credentials will be held 
at the Schottenstein Center at the Media Will Call/Media 
Entrance located on the northwest side of the facility across 
from Bill Davis (baseball) Stadium (Door 1212). Credential 
priority is given to those print and electronic media outlets 
that cover Ohio State or its opponent on a regular basis. In 
order to qualify for a credential, a news agency must have 
a full-time sports director or editor.

HALL OF FAME 

Sponsored by Kroger, this interactive site 
highlights the best in Ohio State University Athletics. 
The 1,370 square foot Hall of Fame contains pictures 
of all inductees to the Hall of Fame as well as a video 
presentation on the history of Ohio State Athletics. 
Fans can see Archie Griffin's Heisman Trophy (the 
only player to win two), Jesse Owens’ 1935 Big Ten 
Championship bronzed shoe (where he set three 
world records and tied a fourth in a span of 70 
minutes), the bronzed 1960 National Championship 
basketball and the 1997 Rose Bow! trophy. The Hall 
of Fame also features interactive kiosks containing 
information about favorite sports, teams and players. 
But if you stop there you'll miss the historical time 
line wrapping the Terrace Level concourse walls - 
displaying decade-by-decade the rich tradition and 
history of Ohio State Athletics. Guests can frequently 
be seen discovering favorite athletes or sports 
moments depicted on artistic pictorials ringing the 
entry-level concourse. 


TEAM SHOP 

The “Official Team Shop” is located at Section 
131 on the entry-level concourse. The Team Shop 
features the latest in Buckeye apparel, gift ideas and 
accessories.

FRED TAYLOR ROOM 

Located just inside the Northeast Rotunda the Fred 
Taylor Room was the result of a generous donation 
from many of the players who played under Coach 
Taylor at Ohio State. As basketball coach from 1959- 
1976, Taylor earned a record 297 wins and seven Big 
Ten championships. Five teams earned NCAA berths 
and four teams advanced to the Final Four (1960 - 
National Champions, ‘61, ‘62 and ‘68). A Buckeye 
tree on the wall bears the names of all the men who 
played for him.

WHAT IS TERRAZZO? 

A unique feature of the Center is the terrazzo (a 
composite of marble or stone chips set in mortar and 
polished) floor anchored by six “Larger than Life” 
floorscapes that earned artist Alexis Smith the “Job 
of the Century” Award from the National Terrazzo 
and Mosaic Association. Images were selected 
from photographs in the University archives. 8,350 
gallons of epoxy were used to secure over 5 miles 
of 1/16" zinc wire strips painstakingly bent by hand 
and placed over the drawn lines. Color numbers were 
marked in each section (paint-by-number style). 115 
tons of aggregates (stones, mother of pearl, glass, 
etc...) were prepared in shades mixed according 
to the exact specifications of the artist. The floor 


around the hockey player contains a high percentage 
of Mother-of-Pearl chips that cause it to sparkle like 
ice. The floors were ground down three to five times 
to bring out the color. A diamond polish was added 
and the floors were sealed and polished. Each rotunda 
took about six weeks to complete. 

The John Havelicek floorscape, located in the 
Southwest entry just outside the Center's auxiliary 
gymnasium, features the only pieces of non-scarlet 
and gray (blue) terrazzo to represent the opponent's 
jersey. The basketball in John Havlicek’s hand is 
approximately 13 feet in diameter. Havlicek was a 
starter from 1960-1962. He accumulated a record 
of 78-6, played in three-consecutive Final Fours, the 
1960 National Championship team and was a 1962 
All-American. After his career with The Ohio State 
University, he played for the Boston Celtics and 
eventually entered the NBA Hall of Fame. 

The 1916 Women’s Basketball Club terrazzo 
floorscape, located in the Southeast rotunda 
spotlights the uniform styles of the early 1900's. 
Women's basketball became a varsity sport in 1965. 
The Averill Roberts (1990-93) terrazzo pays tribute to 
a player that helped take the women’s team to the 
1993 Final Four. 

The hockey terrazzo located in the Northwest 
rotunda is the only floorscape that faces out toward 
the exterior doors rather than into the arena. The stick 
and puck extend down the escalator hallway. The 
player's face is Benji Wolke (1998), the stick depicted 
belongs to Perry Pooley (1984 All-American and 1984 
Academic All-American) and the body is a composite 
of several players from the 1980-1982 teams. Men's 
Ice Hockey became a varsity sport in 1963-1964; it 
advanced to the NCAA Frozen Four in 1998. 

The inclusion of basketball and hockey in the 
Schottenstein Center terazzo floorscapes seems 
logical, but why baseball? Baseball was the FIRST 
varsity sport at The Ohio State University - the 
image depicted in the Northeast rotunda of the 1890 
baseball team actually features Buckeye basketball 
coach Fred Taylor, who played first base for the 
Buckeyes and became Ohio State's first All-American 
baseball player in 1950. 
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SCHOTT FUN FACTS 


The Jerome Schottenstein Center is the largest 
arena in the Big Ten and one of the largest 
Capacity university arenas in the world - 17,500 
for hockey, 19,049 for basketball and up to 21,000 
for concerts. 


If filled with Coca-Cola, the arena would hold 
133,187,970 gallons. / 17,714,000 basketballs. 


The Jerome Schottenstein Center measures more 
than 700,000 square feet (St. John Arena would 
fit inside more than twice.) 


The designers of the Schottenstein Center were 
Curt Moody (Moody/Nolan Ltd.), a former walk- 
on OSU basketball player, lettering in 1971, ‘72 
and ‘73, and Sink Combers Dethlefs of Denver. 


The arena can be converted from hockey 
to basketball in about 4-5 hours, and from 
basketball to hockey in 3.5-4.5 hours.
